* is a certain rule that When the Moon toucheth upon 


the Ecliptick line, either more or leſs, then doth ſhe 


really looſe her light, either totally or in part, according 
to the quantity of her latitude. 

For if the true latitude of the Moon at her Full ( as 
we vulgarly call it) be more than the Semidiameter of 
the body of the Moon, and the ſhadow of the earth to 
the Moon, then cannot the Moon be eclipſed in any part; 
but if leſs, it may. | 

And again, if * viſible latitude of the Moon, at her 


Conjunction with the Sun, or Change, be more than 


the viſible Semidiataeters of both the bodies of the 
Sun and Moon ; then cannor any part of the light of the 
Sun be eclipſed from us, 4 
Alſo it is moſt certain, that the Moon hath no light 
in her own body, but onely that which ſhe bo rrowetk 
from the Sun. Therefore, Whenſoever the ſolid body 
of the earth ſhall be interpoſed betwixt the bodies of 
the Sun and the Moon 4 which cannot be at any time 
but onely at their oppoſitions, which is called the Full
